We arrived here Yelt0rday, after two Months Cruize, 
under Cominand of Capt. Cornélius Mitchel; our Squa- 
don confifted of five Sail, viz,'the Stratford, Plymouth, 
id Worcefter, of 60 Guns; the Lenox, of 70 Guus; 
ford, of 45 Guns; and tle Drake Sloop. We having 
litelligence of a French Ficet being arrived at Port Louis, 
Were ordered ‘to intercept them in their Way to Laogon, 
bit befdre we got up to Windward they got in fafe; how- 
evér, 'as'We ‘knew that the greatelt part of the Coavoy 
Werebound to Cape Francbis, we kept cruizing off Cape 
Nichola. On'the 34 of Auguft, abott 3 inthe Aftcrnoon,

then the Enemy tickt to the Southward, and drew into 
a Line; at 11 the Worcelter’s Signal was made to lead, 
and bear down to the Enemy, the Lenox following, 
Strafford in the Center, Plymouth next, and the Milford, 
to bring up the Rear, little Wind, ’till 4 in the Atter- 
noon; the Breeze frefhning gave us Spirits, expecting to 
be up with the Enemy in 4 Glafles; to che Surprize of e- 
very Body the Milford was order’d to chace; about Half 
an Hour after the Commodore made a Signal for us and 
Worcefter to fhorten Sail, and to haw! on a Wind, and 
made a Signal for all.Cruizers. The Enemy about 3 
Miles off, (who no doubt were furprized at our Proceed- 
ings) chaced us; at 7 they fired feveral Shots at the 
Drake; the Worcefter hail’d us and faid it was the Com- 
modore’s Orders we fhould lie in the Rear, upon which 
we fhorten’d fai], and fell into our Station ; before 8 two 
large Ships of the Enemy were clote under our Lee Quar- 
ter, and gave us a Broadiide, which we returu’d, and en- 
gaged for au Hour and half; the other two caine upand 
fir’d, but at too great a D.ttance: The Worcefter and 
Strafford fir’d fome Shut at the Enemy; bat fome of our 
Ships were fo contus’d, that they fir’a into us, and left 
us, The Enemy foon after bore away ang joiu’d heir 
Fleet. 

The Damage we receiv’d was-a Shot thro’ our Fore 
and Mainmuatts, and our Rigging much cut; as foon as 
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we repair’d we made Sail after our Fleet, and atr1 came 
up with the Commodore, who made a Signal for all 
‘Licutenants; we immediately brought to, and fent our 
Boat; before fhe got on board the Commodore made 
Sail, and as he paffed, hail’d us, and we were ordered 
to put out our Lights and make Sail, forthe Enemy were 


following us; before our Boat return’d our Fleet was | 


out of Sight. On the 7th the Drake join’d the Squadron, 
and gave an Account that he was chaced that Morning 
by two [’rench Men of War, and that the whole Flect 
lay under Cape Nichola. _ On.the 8:h fhe was {ent to ob- 
ferve their Motions, and feeing them to Windward, un- 
der the Land, returned in the Evening. Wekept out of 
S zit of Land ‘for two Days, and gave the Enemy a 
Chance to work in finooth Water, and reap the Benefit 
of a Land Wind to carry them to Windward, whilft we 
were in a great Sea, with a freth Gale of Wind. In the 
Afternoon we made Sail in-fhore, and on Saturday 
Morn‘ng st Day-break faw the Enetny about 4 Leagues 
to the Windward, and we continued chafing Night and 
Day ’till Wednefday Morning, when we had the Mor- 
tification to fee them all get into Cape Francois, and 


‘hear them falute,. and at Night Caw great Illuminations in 


the Town. 

Some other Letters mention, that the Englith Ships 
were well mann’d, clean Ships, and fent out on purpofe 
¢o intercept the above Fleet. 


Extraét of a Letter from on board bis Majefty’s Ship the 
Princeffa, at Spithead, O€. 26. 

The following Particulars may'be depended upon as 
Fa@s, which as an Eye Witnefs I can faithfully rel-te, 
and [have not Leifure, Inclination or Capacity to embel- 
lifh them. 

Oétober the rift the whole Fleet unmoored, in order to 
fail toQuiberon. On the 2d our Men of War gave Chace 
to, and drove on Shoar avery fine French Ship of 64 
Guns. Oirthe 3d we came to an Anchor in Quiberon 
Bay. On the qth the Admiral fummoned the Place to 
furrender, but inftead of fubmitting, the People fled, and 
drove away their Cattle. Oat. sth, 6th and 7th, our For- 
ces being debarked on a kind of Iiland, (the Ifthmus be- 
ing overflowed at High Water) the Seamen plundered 
all the Coafts, and by fome Accident the French Ship 
before mentioned took Fire, and tho’ the Admiral fent 
a Party of his own Seamen out of his Ship, it was with 
fome Difficulty they faved ten Pieces of fine Brafs Can- 
non, and fome Small Arms. O€. 8th the Boats from 
the Fleet ateacked and made themfelves Matters of a 
{mall Ifland, and took a Captain and 35 Men Prifoners 
of War. OG. 9th and roth the Forces embarked again, 
and the Seamen burned feveral Places on Shore, and all 
their Veffels and fmall Craft. O&. 11th we got $ Pie- 
ees more of Brafs Cannon (24 Pounders) out of the 
Prize. OG. 12th the Fleet unmoored, and came to an 
Anchor under the little Ifland before mentioned. O@. 
13th our Boats, covered by the light Veffels, made them- 
felves Mafters of another fmall Ifand, in which there 
was a Cafile, the Garrifon of which, with an Officer who 
commanded there 40 Years, furrendred Prifoners of 
War. O8t. 14th and rgth fpent in mining and blowing 
up the Places we had taken. O@. 16ththe whole Fleet 





O&. asth, by the Blef= 
fing of God, arrived fafcly here.

We learn from Fontainbleau, by the Way of Cologn, 
that General Sinclair, not being acquainted with the State 
of Affairs at Port L’Orient, quitted the Siege of that 
Place when it was on the Point of Surrendring. The 
Marquefs de \’riofpital leaving the Town the fame E- 
vening about Seven o’Clock, to go to the Englith Camp, 
in order to propofe a Capitulation ; the Conditions where- 
of were to demand the Honours of War for the Regu- 
lar Troops and Miliria; which is received here as an in- 
conteftible Truth. 

Other Advices fay, that th's Offer was made onthe 
firtt Debarkmeut of the Englith Forces ; but the Englith 
General judging a regular Siege more honourable, or fos 
fome otiier Reafons beft known to himfelf, declin’d ac- 
cepting the Conditions, 

It is further remarked, that the Reafon of his quitting 
the Siege was Twotold ; the one, that the Englith did 
not underltand the Butinef$ of Sieges ; the other that the 
French Officer, who commanded the Militia, being di- 
reéted to veat the Chamade, inftead thereof ordered his 
Drummer, as is fuppofed by Miftake, to beat the Gene- 
ral; whereupon the Englifh broke up their Camp preci- 
p:tately, and re-imbarked.

Re- 
cruiting alfo goes on apace in both Bohemia and Saxony, 
which increafes the Myttery. 

The French King, having a fecond Confort to pro- 
vide for+his Son, feems to be trying the Markets, to fee 
where he ‘can deal to thebeft Advantage. Two Prin- 
cefles are now talked of, fince we have heard no more 
of a Daughter of Piedmont. The firft is the Sifter of the 
late Dauphinefs, who now refides with .her Mother the 
Queen Dowager of Spain; and the feconda Princefs.of 
Saxony, Daughter of his Polifh Majefly. Though the 
former, for al! other Reafons but immediate Intereft, 
would probably ‘be preferred, yet it is not unlikely that, 
for the fake of difuniting the Empire, and fecuring a 


powerful Member of itto himfelf, this pious,.pacific, 


well-beloved Monarch, may chafe a Marriage Con- 
traét with a Prince whom he cauted fo mach Blood- 
fhed, within 12 or 13 Years pait, to keep trom a Di- 
aden. 

The Divifion we were to inake of the French Forces, 
by alarming their Weftern Coafis, feems for the prefent 
tobe all over: So that the Troops which were march- 
ing in fuch hafte towards Britany, in all Probability, will 
have Orders to turn off towards their Left, and march 
into Provence. 

The Genoefe feem to be treated with more Gentle- 
nefs than they have hitherto been. Having releafed the 
Jewels which the Court of Vienna had mortgaged to 
the Republic, they have been told that their Freedom, 
and the Sovereignty of the Ifle of -Corfica, fhall be pre- 
ferved tothem; and they have more Time allowed for 
the Payment of the remaining Coutributions.
